SEWERS POLLUTE STREAMS 


Trouble In Shown By 
Fisheries De­ 
partm ent Investigation. 


In investigations made by wardens 


and inspectors of the State Depart­ 
ment of 
Fisheries have 
developed 
“one of the most serious of all pollu­ 
tions entering the streams” is from 
sewers, cities and boroughs, according 
to Commissioner of Fisheries Nathan 
R. Buller. 
In the last two or three 
weeks the department’s pollution of­ 
ficers have reported to Mr. Buller they 
have visited 150 manufacturing plants 
and the co-operation of these estab­ 
lishments by installing basins and fil­ 
ters is mentioned. 
Eight 
prosecutions 
have 
been 
brought under the pollution act of 
1917, but in other cases Mr. Buller 
states “a thorough investigation was 
made by 
the 
officers and 
we 
are 
satisfied that many of the fish died 
from natural causes, due to the ex­ 
tremely low w’ater 
in many of the 
streams.” 
It is likely the cases where 
sew­ 
age 
pollution 
killed fish 
will 
be 
taken up during the winter. 
The 
Fisheries 
Department 
will 
have twelve messengers on the road 
distributing 
young 
fish, 
including 
catfish, 
minnows, 
frogs 
and trout 
this fall for “planting” as long 
as 
the streams remain open.

The time to combat peach tree bor­ 
ers is near at hand. 
From Septem­ 
ber JO to October \ y the proper ap­ 
plication of para-dichloroboozeno to 
trees six years old or older, will de­ 
stroy practically all of the borers, says 
Assistant County Farm Agent Shenk. 
In Adams County th^ tiea:mc*nt may 
be applied as late as October 15, and 
often with more effective results than 
in an 
earlier 
application. 
Young 
trees from three to five years old may 
also be treated without danger'of in­ 
jury if the material i« removed within 
two weeks. 
The value of para-dichloiobcnzene 
as a fumigant is due to Hie fact that 
it is volatile at ordinary temperatures, 
and insoluble in water. 
It produces 
a gas heavier than air that is toxic to 
insects, hut apparently harmless to 
the person handling it. 
The crystals 
of the chemical will, however, injure 
the tree if allowed to come in contact 
with any part of the latter. 
For this 
reason, all exposed roots should bo 
well covered, and the ring of para- 
dichlorobenzene should he placed it 
least two inches away from the trunk. 
The ground around the tree is first 
cleaded of weeds and stones and e- 
r.cugh earth banked against the tree 
to barely coyer the last trace of borer j 
injury. 
The surface is then leveled | 
even with the bank, and one-half to 
three-quarters of an ounce of ^he 
chemical is placed in a circle about 
the trunk. 
Cover this ring with a 
thin layer of soil, bank the tree, and 
compact the soil lightly. 
The chemi­ 
cal should remain 
undisturbed 
for 
several weeks but should be removed 
before cold weather sets in, lest it 
work an injury on the tree.
